Carpenter, examiner; Walter R. Fogg, statisti- 
cian; Edwin G. Bailey, bookkeeper; W. R. 
Bruce, correspondent; Emil J. Meyer, license 
clerk; Wallace A. Clark, mailing clerk. Super- 
intend2nt Matthews has had at his right hand a 
well organized and capable set of men. The 
department is one of the ablest in the country, 
and reflects credit on all connected with it. 


It has been suggested that the hook-and- 
ladder companies in the various cities carry 
with them small tanks of pure oxygen for use in 
resuscitating people who have been partly as- 
phyxiated by smoke or escaping gas. This idea 
is an excellent one, and action along this line 
should be taken by all the cities. The accident 
and perhaps the life companies might join forces 
in getting this matter before those who have 
charge of fire departments. 








THE British Board of Trade issues every year | 


a blue book, which gives the facts as to the 
business of life insurance in the United King- 
The last issue shows that the funds of the life 
companies stood at $1,112,186,000 at the close 
of 1898, an increase of $5,125,000. The interest 
received on investments has declined from 4.03 
per cent in 1893 to 3.82 per cent in 1898. The

FREQUENTLY misguided people complain of 
the piling up of funds by life companies. It is 
true there is a bound of safety, and yet there 
should be a sufficient reserve to meet all policy 
obligations. Companies that write a large busi- 
ness need a heavy reserve fund. If these same 
companies were at all near the danger line for 


lack of funds, what a how] these same grumblers 
would raise. 


GEORGE W. PERKINS, second vice-president 
of the New York Life Insurance Company, re- 
cently paraphrased Paul to good purpose when 
he said, ‘The three great attributes of the suc- 
cessful insurance man are tact, knowledge, 
energy, but the greatest of these is tact.’’ 


AGENTS AND SURETY COMPANIES. 

One of the coming features of a local agent's 
business will be indemnity offered by bonding 
companies. Personal surety is constantly grow- 
ing more unpopular and is on the down grade. 
Cases of misplaced confidence resulting in one 
having to make good the loss occasioned by a 
friend's misfortune or perfidy, where he has 
gone security, are daily occurrences. Many 
shrewd, far-seeing and conservative business 
men have determined once for all to re- 
fuse to become surety for any one. The in- 
tensified conditions of modern life, the exigen- 
cies, unforseen, occurring in private and public 
walks, the relentless strain of financial reverses, 
the impairment of credit, often bring a crisis in 
the career of many a man with the most honor- 
able intentions. Being sometimes in a position 
of trust, he is forced to make his sureties re- 
sponsible. Knowing full well that he may em- 
barrass a friend by asking him to become his 
surety, it is certainly a relief to feel that by the 
payment of a stipulated premium he can secure 
the indemnity of a corporation which makes a 
business of bonding employes, persons holding 
public positions, and those required to give a 
fiduciary bond as guardian, administrator, trus- 
tee and the like. Many are entirely ignorant 
of the scope and methods of bonding compa- 
nies. This isan opportunity for the wide-awake 
local agent to educate his clientele and develop 
a profitable business for himself. It is a field 
that needs the plow and harrow, and from ita 
rich harvest can be gleaned when cultivated by 
an enterprising hand. 


INSURING FARM PROPERTY. 

The announcement that the Hartford Fire 
will cease writing farm property in Ohio and 
West Virginia, because of its heavy loss ratio 
along this line, adds another name to the long 
list of companies that have found farm business 
in Ohio unprofitable and have left the stage. 
Not many years ago farm risks were freely writ- 
ten by almost all companies. The competition 
was keen, and the lines were liberal. A farmer 
could secure almost as much insurance as he 
desired. Companies wrote farm risks through 
their regular recording agents, following the 
same general plan as in writing other classes of 
property. This method proved disastrous, and 
now a farmer in many instances cannot obtain 
the amount of indemnity he desires. Compa- 
nies are gradually discerning the fact that farm 
business is one peculiar to itself and requires 
special expert handling. The conditions sur- 
rounding underwriting of this character are far 
different from those that meet the regular local 
agent writing town and city risks under fire 
protection. An agent may be thoroughly com- 
petent as a recording agent, and yet make a 
dismal failure when it comes to writing farm 
business. The successful farm companies have 
discovered that they need a set of trained farm 
solicitors who can get the right kind of business, 
and yet when it comes to writing the policies 
they leave it to experts who have mastered this 
class of business, who are acquainted with local 
conditions, and who can construct forms, that, 
while doing justice to the assured, yet will pro- 
tect the company in vital respects. 


Since the passage of the law admitting surety 
companies in West Virginia without making a 
deposit, which became effective May 23, the fol- 
lowing companies have entered the state : Uni- 
ted States Fidelity and Guaranty, of Baltimore ; 
American Surety, of New York, and American 
Bonding and Trust, of Baltimore. The Fidelity 
and Deposit, of Maryland, was already licensed, 
having made the $50,000 deposit under the old 
law. 


SEEN FROM CHICAGO. 


ROCKFORD RE-INSURANCE DEAL 

Since the Rockford Insurance Company, of 
Rockford, re-insured in the American Insurance 
Company, of Newark, N. J., the various details 
of the immense transaction have been a con 
stant theme among fire insurance men every 
where, It is generally admitted that a company, 
with less personality in its management, could 
not have endured the pounding of the last few 
wecks—ever since the announcement of the 
change in stockholders and the subsequent in- 
formation that the company had been bought 
to be wrecked. Not the less interesting was the 
news that Secretary Charles E. Sheldon, of the 
Rockford, whose wonderful personality kept 
agents in line and brought an increase in pre- 
miums ‘‘ under fire,’ as he expresses it, should 
secure the western general agency of the Amer 
ican, and so assure the company the renewal of, 
practically, all the business. Competent author- 
ity places the unearned premium liability at the 
time of the re-insurance at nearly $900,000. 
When the re-insurance rumors became too per- 
sistent to be overlooked, Mr. Sheldon, it is said, 
acting upon an invitation from the American of 
Newark, took a train to the home office of the 
company, and in ten days’ time had returned to 
Chicago with a contract as General Agent and 
full authority to effect the deal upon any terms 
he chose to name. The exact figure is not 
known, but is placed by wise ones at 6624 per 
cent. off If reports are to be believed, the 
stockholders were looking in another direction 
for the re-insurance; but when presented, in 
Chicago, last Friday with a proposition, they 
wisely agreed, and in a short space of time the 
details were perfe cted. The contract took effect 
at 12 o’clock on Monday. P. L. Hoadley, agency 
manager of the American was in Chicago on 
that day, and is now in Rockford with Manager 
Sheldon arranging to push the business in the 
West. It is announced that until the supplies 
of the American can be placed in the hands of 
Rockford agents, the policies of that company 
will be issued and re-insured in the American. 
Following, the Rockford will be wound up and 
retired with a handsome profit to the wreckers, 
The field embraced in the new western general 
agency of the American comprises the same ter- 
ritory as is now controlled by Mr. Sheldon as 
Western General Agent of the Security of New 
Haven, which continues as the running rate of 
the American as it did for the Rockford. The 
Associated Underwriters will be discontinued, 
but arrangements have been made to care for 
the agents and the business. Probably no com- 
pany has been more profitable to its original 
stockholders than the Rockford. It began busi- 
ness with an original capital of $60,000, paid in 
on an authorization of $200,000; and the whole 
amount was gradually paid in from stock divi- 
dends declared from the surplus earnings, A 
record of the dividends from 1869 to 1899 will

J. E. Callander, of Peoria, 
represented the stockholders in the recent 
change of holdings, and Captain M. L. C. Funk- 
houser, of Chicago, is said to have given the 
American of Newark the tip on the reinsurance. 
He went east for some purpose, and was in 
Newark a few days before Mr. Sheldon went 
east. This much is known. Before the stock 
changed hands the proposition was submitted 
to three experts for approval. Robert J. Smith, 
of the Traders of Chicago, passed upon the un- 
derwriting ; Farson, Leach & Co. on the stocks 
and bonds, and Pearsons & Taft on the mort- 
gage loans. It is stated that the present special 
agents of the Rockford will become connected 
with the American, but some adjustment of 
the field will undoubtedly be necessary. Man- | 
agers who have been watching the negotiations 
are giving Mr. Sheldon full credit for the re- | 
markable fight he has been making to prevent 
the loss of a business he has been so many years 
bringing to a high point. One of the features 
of the deal is that Price, McCormick & Co. fig- 
ured on the business and just about annihilated 
Mr. Callander’s plans. 

The eastern general agency of the Rockford 
with Mason & Fuller at New Haven, Conn., 
will be discontinued., They are trying to get 
another company. They have been giving the 
Rockford a good business. 


ILLINOIS STATE BOARD MEETING. 

The Illinois State Board meeting this week, 
at Delavan Lake, Wis., was one of the most suc- 
cessful affairs in the history of the organization. 
Sessions concluded by election of R. N. Jessop, 
of the Phenix of Brooklyn, president; H. N. 
Kelsey, of the Norwich Union, vice-president, 
and C. F. Persch, secretary. Mr. Persch was 
presented with a handsome dinner service as a | 
mark of appreciation by the board. President 
Vandeventer, in his annual address, proposed 
four meetings per annum, which brought out 
long discussion, and was finally defeated on 
grounds that the companies would not stand 
additional expenses incurred by specials. The 
paper of Assistant Manager Dean, of the Spring- 
field, dealing with the science of rating, was a 
masterpiece of its kind. It will receive later 
mention. W. A. Wittick, of the Royal, talked 
entertainingly on the duties of the special agent, 
and other interesting papers were read by well 
known field men. These papers were an inno- 
vation in the Illinois State Board, and well ac- 
cepted. General Agent Gallagher, of the Aetna, 
was present. 


ANOTHER WRECKING DEAL. 

Managers are much interested in the an- 
nouncement of a change in stock interests of 
the Farmers and Merchants Insurance Com- 
pany of Lincoln, Neb., which has just passed 
into the control of H. J. Windsor, of Omaha, 
President; Seth W. Eddy, of Lincoln, Vice- 
President, and Louis E. Wettling, of Omaha, 
Treasurer. Those who should know, claim to 
see the handwriting on the wall, and intimate 
that it is another wrecking deal. Reports are 
current that J. E. Callender is also interested in 
the stock sale and made a visit to Lincoln but 
shortly before the transfer. The Farmers and 
Merchants was controlled by D. E. Thompson, 
who owned 51 per cent. of the stock and was its 
president and general manager. Thecompany, 
on January 1, had a capital of $100,000 and a 
surplus slightly above that sum, but consider- | 
able of these funds are supposed to be in farm 


notes. Several years ago overtures for the re- 
insurance of the Farmers and Merchants were 
made to several companies, but the terms were 
not captivating enough to lead them to bite at 
the bait. A large office building in Lincoln was 
one of the assets offered in part payment of the 
re-insurance deal, and as this was not acceptable 
anywhere the negotiations fell through. C. D. 
Mullen, Secretary of the Farmers and Mer- 
chants, has a large local agency in Lincoln. 


AFFAIRS ST. PAUL. 

The difficulties at St. Paul are not yet over, 
although there is a slight change for the better 
in the situation. It is reported among insur- 
ance men that the governing committee late last 
week sent a telegram stating that if the Strick- 
land-Doolittle Company did not pay their fine at 
once and join the board, rates would be per- 
emptorily declared off. Mr. Strickland who is 
one of the foremost agents in St Paul, is recog- 
nized as a man of much force, and has a wide 
following of friends. He is also said to be at 
the bottom of much of the St. Paul trouble, and 
was trying to temporize with the mandates of 
the governing committee when called up witha 
short turn. Mr. Strickland was not in St. Paul 
when the committee visited that city, and 
openly boasted, so it is said, that he left be- 
cause the committee was coming. For this ac- 
tion, managers feel there should be discipline, 
and so the mandatory telegram was sent him. 

The result of these telegrams was that Mr. 
Strickland appeared before the trial committee 
of the board and, upon instructions from Chica- 
go, a portion of the fine for writing railroad 
property was rebated. He paid the assessment 
of $127 under protest and the agency resumed 
its ownership.

THE PHENIX APPOINTMENTS. 

The appointment of Joseph H. Lenehan as 
assistant general agent of the western depart- 
ment of the Phenix of Brooklyn, caused con- 
siderable surprise, as it was not known that he 
had been in mind for the position. Mr. Lene- 
han will have full charge of the office during 
the absence of General Agent Harbeck. Mr. 
Lenehan is one of the most popular men of the 
northwest. During his field service with the 
Palatine, he was recognized as one of the 
strongest special agents traveling from Chicago. 
Mr. Lenehan resigned his position with the 
Palatine about a year ago to become assistant 
manager of the western department of the 
North British and Mercantile Prior to going 
with the Palatine, he served a long period in 
the field for the Insurance Company of North 
America. During the year 1897-8, he was pres- 
ident of the Fire Underwriters’ Association of 
the Northwest, furnishing one of the most prof- 
itable meetings that that organization has ever 
held. The selection of Mr. Lenehan for this 
responsible position is a very decided compli- 
ment to him, especially as so many men in 
managerial and official positions were men- 
tioned in connection with the appointment. He 
will enter upon his new duties about the first of 
the month. It will also be a source of much 
gratification to the many friends of Charles R. 
Street, the chief clerk in the Phenix office, to 
know that he receives the appointment of sec- 
ond assistant general agent. Mr. Street has 
been connected with the Phenix for a long 
period of time, and his ability has been demon- 
strated every day. After the resignation of 
Truman W. Eustis, as assistant general agent, 
Mr. Street had full charge of the office force. 
Since Mr. Harbeck has been absent from the 
office on account of ill health, Mr. Street has 
managed its affairs. It is a pleasure to know 


that during this period not a word of complaint 
has been heard regarding Mr. Street’s manage- 





ment from any one connected with the com- 
pany. The affairs of the office have gone along 
very smoothly, and Mr. Street has demonstrated 
his efficiency as a head of a department. Vice- 
President Ingraham has been in Chicago some 
weeks past, arranging for the assistants of Gen- 
eral Agent Harbeck. He has shown wisdom in 
his appointments, and it is ample proof that the 
Phenix will continue in its successful course.

MUTUAL ACCIDENT MEETING. 

The International Association of Accident 
Underwriters is now in session at Niagara Falls. 
This organization is composed of several mu- 
tual accident associations; and in the hey day 
of that system of personal accident under- 
writing, bade fair to become an influential body 
with considerable legislatlve authority. It is 
safe to say, however, that its prestige is on the 
wane, owing to the desertion of many of the 
strong companies from the mutual t> the stock 
plan. The New England Mutual has re-insured 
in the General Accident; the Atlas was merged 
into the New England a few years ago; the 
North American, Metropolitan and Commercial 
Mutual announce they will reorganize as stock 
companies. Secretary A. E. Forrest, of the 
North American, sent in his resignation as a 


member of the association a day or so ago. It | 


is natural to suppose that as soon as the mutual 
companies establish themselves on a stock basis 
they will leave the association. Its fundamen- 
tal idea was an exchange of ideas, the tabula- 
tion of experience, securing uniform policies 
and practices, the passing of friendly laws and 
repeal or defeat of hostile ones—all of which 
if formulate i and carried into effect, would be 
valuable. With the decline of mutual accident 
insurance, this work will decay. At one time 
the association, or some of its members, was 
ambitious to embrace the stock companies in its 
fold. This was a day dream, as stock concerns 
would not unite with companies following a 
system they were persistently opposing. In 
fact, it is doubtful whether there will ever be a 
compact of stock accident companies owing to 
the refusal of some of the leading institutions 
to lay bare their modus operandi and methods 
to any association. The past career of the In- 
ternational Asscciation of Accident Under- 
writers can not be re-called without a recollec- 
tion of the military grandeur of the spectacular 
Thomas S. Quincey, Secretary of the now de- 
funct and ill-fated Star of Chicago. Mr. Quincey 
was one of the most conspicuous members, and 
all will remember his military bearing and his 
army ‘headgear. Conscious of his dignified 
bearing, he strutted around at the meetings with 
the self-importance of a peacock. Like a sky- 
rocket his career was ephemeral. He was never 
so happy as with magnificent equipage, astride 
his horse ‘“‘ Midnight,’’ he rode at the head of a 
black horse troop. In connection with the In- 
ternational Association, yet in a way independ- 
ent, is conducted the “bureau of information,"’ 
with W. De M. Hooper, of Boston, Secretary. 
This is a general clearing house for the exchange 
of intelligence of mutual interest, such as fraud- 
ulent claimants, irresponsible agents and med- 
ical examiners; and, in fact, all matters of inter- 
est. This is really a valuable piece of machinery 
and should be maintained even if the general 
association is disrupted. Subscribers state that 
so far it has proven a valuable adjunct to their 
work,

THE ROCKFORD AND OHIO. 

The reinsurance of the Rockford in the Amer- 
ican of Newark affected about 90 agents in Ohio, 
where the Rockford was writing business this 
year at the rate of $50,000 a year, although this 
is only the second year of the company in the 
state. The announcement of Secretary Sheldon, 
who is the new western manager of the Ameri- 
can of Newark, stating among other things that 
his department will not include Ohio, has given 
rise to a variety of speculations. It is known 
that the American has been negotiating with a 
certain general agency to take charge of its 
Ohio business, and this may account for Secre- 
tary Sheldon’s not taking the field, though of 
course the general agency could as well report 
to him as to the home office. Another point is 
that Mr. Sheldon does not have Ohio in his 
western general agency of the Security of New 
Haven. It is true, however, that the Rockford 
has spent considerable money in getting Ohio 
in shape and putting down a large agency force. 
When it first came in, it had at one time three 
men working in the state. It has pursued a 
somewhat peculiar policy ever since it has en- 
tered and has written very freely indeed. Its 
object appears to have been to secure volume, 
and this it has certainly done. As stated, it has 
been writing at the rate of 8 0,000 so far this 
year, and the old wiseacres of the business have 
been shaking their heads. About a year agoa 
group of insurance men were discussing the 
matter, and a prominent field man remarked 
emphatically that the Rockford was doing one 
of two things, either it was in an unsound con- 
dition and was pushing for volume as a last 
resort, or it was getting ready to reinsure and 
unload. In Chicago recently the argument was 
made by a representative of the newstockholders 
to an insurance man that as an evidence that 
the Rockford was not trying to reinsure, its 
business in May was at the rate of $1,200,000 
per year, where last year it only wrote about 
$709,000. This convinced the insurance man at 
once, and he said that was all the evidence he 
wanted that that the company woux/d reinsure; 
as it meant the company was piling up volume 
for which it would receive a heavy commission 
in the sale on the unearned premium. It cer- 
tainly seems that a jump from $70,000 a month 
to $100,000 a month is abnormal and unnatural 
in these dull times. 

In Ohio this year the losses have been tre- 
mendous. Of course all companies have suf- 
fered heavily but the Rockford has been hit 
unusually hard and often, It is presumed that 
Secretary Sheldon did not want this field for 
the American on account of the fact that the 
business had been piled up hastily and much of 
it was of a bad class. While nothing is known 
of the terms of his contract with the American, 
considering the extreme conservatism which 
has characterrized it in the past, it is safe to 
assume that not a small part of his remuneration 
will depend on his contingent commissions, He 
therefore would hardly care for a state like Ohio 
in its present condition. The company has 
written freely for Ohio agents in Pennsylvania, 
Kentucky and other states. The company has 
a large business in Cleveland and a very fair- 
sized business in Cincinnati. It started in with 
L. F. Runck, but afterward withdrew and at its 
reinsurance was represented by L. E. Guntrum, 
C. O. Gansel and Simon Sturm. Mr. B. T. 
Duffey, the Ohio special, came from the home 
office about two years ago, and took charge of 
Cleveland on a salary, from which position he 
was promoted to have charge of the state. He 
is one of the bright young men of the field, and 
has shown his ability as a special agent, not 


| only as a handler of agents but in his adjust- 
ments and other duties. It is understood from 
a reliable source that Mr. Duffey will be offered 
a position with the American in the new western 
department in another field,

of a line on the E. P. Breckenridge factory. 
There is $100,000 on this plant all covered by 
tarker and Frost. The penalty for violation 
of these sections is the cancellation of all poli- 
cies issued contrary to the agreement and re- 
main off the risk directly and indirectly for one 
year and a fine of $50, Barker and Frost de- 
nied the charges and now hold that a majority 
of the members of the board did not vote to sus- 
tain the charges; that proxies were used and 
that some of the accusing witnesses voted. They 
are undertaking to appeal for a new trial. 

+ ++ 


HARDING'S POWERS EXTENDED. 


The Cincinnati Board, at its last meeting, 
abolished the appeals committee of five and 
created instead an advisory committee of three. 
The members of the new committee are elected 
each six months, and under the new arrange- 
ment Secretary Harding is given more power. 
The old appeals committee was appealed to 
when agents were dissatisfied with Secretary 
Harding’s decisions, and it had power to over- 
rule Mr. Harding. The advisory committee is 
to assist Mr. Harding in cases of dispute. In 
any dispute, Mr. Harding confers with the ad- 
visory committee and some decision is arrived 
at. This makes the powers of the committee 
merely advisory where heretofore they have 
been absolute. 


WROUGHT UP OVER ASSESSMENTS. 

Some of the citizens of Delphos, Ohio, are 
considerably wrought up over the receipt of 
assessment notices from Chas. W. Baughman, 
of Paulding, receiver of the Fraternal Fire In- 
surance Company of Lima. Four or five years 
ago, Jas. E. Wickham was an insurance agent in 
Delphos, representing the Phoenix of London 
and perhaps some other companies. At that 
time he organized the Fraternal Fire, with the 
patronage of some prominent people of that sec- 


tion. Afterwards he left Delphos and went to 


Lima, where he is now in business. Later 
Samuel Morgan of Haviland burned out, and the 
Fraternal Fire refused to pay his claim, alleging 
arson. He got judgment by default and had a 
receiver appointed, The receiver is now assess- 
ing .0128 per cent, a rate sufficient to raise twice 
the amount of the claim if everybody paid. But 
everybody will not pay. Persons have received 
assessment notices who claim never to have had 
a policy in the Fraternal and who go further and 
say they refused to permit Wickham to insure 
their property in the concern. One of these 
persons wrote the receiver to this effect and was 
informed that the Fraternal had his signature to 
an application. About the time he is alleged by 
the receiver to have insured, he had Wickham 
renew his policy for $1,0(0 in the Phoenix of 
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London. He has written to the Phoenix to 
learn whether the insurance was reported to it 
as $1,000. He denies having signed any applica- 
tion and is at a loss to know how the receiver 
comes to have his signature. 
++ + 
THE URBANA BOARD. 

The Urbana local agents are reorganizing 
their board on a very comprehensive plan. The 
present prospects point to a successful consum- 
mation of their labors, which will result in all 
Champaign county being under board rules, 
Some time ago the board placed the matter in 
the hands of a committee of revision, of which 
Thomas E. Dye is chairman. In May, the com- 
mittee reported a plan to which all the local 
agents, with a single exception, agreed. The 
scheme provides for an agreeement among the 
agents of Urbana, North Lewisburg, St. Paris 
and Mechanicsburg, practically all the recording 
agents in the county, to maintain rates through- 
out the county. As St. Paris has had a board, 
no difficulty has been experienced there, and 
matters are progressing so satisfactorily in the 
other towns that Chairman Dye expects to be 
able early next week to make a final report that 
all agents are in. As regular agents are respon- 
sible for their sub-agents, Champaign county 
will then be completely organized. The present 
officers of the Urbana board are J. S. Parker, 
president, and John M. Hunter, secretary. The 
only difficulty the board has at home is with 
the case of O. H. Wagner. He was formerly in 
the board, but, for alleged non-compliance with 
board rules, he and Wm. A. Mosgrove, Sr., now 
out of the business, were expelled. Now the 
board wants Mr. Wagner in again, and some 
members admit that his expulsion was unwise. 
As he has not yet joined, Mr. Benton, special 
agent of the Sun, has been appealed to, to exert 
his influence with him. As yet he has declined 
to do anything, so far as known, pointing to 
his expulsion. Mr. Wagner's action is not a 
very serious matter, as he returns only $31 of 
premiums for 1£98, but it is desired to have the 
agreement accepted by all agents. 

RUMORED AGENCY TROUBLES. 

STEUBENVILLE, OHIO, June 14 (Special Te/e- 
gram).—Special agents of the companies rep- 
resented by Becket & Co., who have the leading 
agency in Steubenville, are in the city invest- 
igating the affairs of the agency. They have 
not yet completed their work, and nothing 
definite as to the exact nature of the alleged 
irregularities can therefore be stated. From 
rumors it would indicate another case of mis- 
reported policies, or something of a similar 
nature. The Becket agency is owned by Harry 
P. Becket and his wife. It is stated that some 
companies have experienced difficulty in col- 
lecting their accounts. The agency was offered 
for sale at a low figure recently. It does about 
$10,000 in premiums. Following are the com- 
panies represented: Aetna, Commercial Union, 
Connecticut, Fire Association, Firemans Fund, 
German American, Glens Falls, Home, Lan- 
cashire, N. Y. Underwriters, Niagara, North 
America, N. W. National, Norwich Union, Pa.

CLAIM RETURNS ARE WITHHELD. 

A correspondent of THE WESTERN UNDER- 
WRITER recently ran upon a county auditor, 
who is an experienced insurance man, and who 
expressed the belief that there is a movement on 
foot in some quarters to attempt an unearthing 
of alleged past delinquencies of fire insurance 
companies in the payment of taxes to counties 
on fire premiums. He has recently received a 
letter from an attorney asking for information

which points that way. He saysit is the custom 
of some companies to appoint numerous sub- 
agents, many of whom never file their c-rtig- 
cates of authority with the county record 
required by law, and who have never reported 
premiums.

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CHICAGO, June 14.—( Specia/. )\—There prom- 
ises to be a big stir in local life insurance cir- 
cles. ‘The New York Life has some three hun- 
dred men in Cook County, and they have been 
doing excellent work ; in fact, have bombarded 
the entire county. The company has branches 
in several of the large office buildings, each in 
charge of a metropolitan manager with a large 
staff of men. The inroads of these men have 
been felt by the,other companies. Some months 
ago, Dr. S. M. Pearman, the star John Hancock 
Mutual man at Buffalo, was brought to Chicago 
by the Equitable, and has organized a very large 
staff of men. He secured W. N. Sattley as as- 
sistant manager. This office has been making 
a good record. Now the Mutual Life is on the 
stir. W. B. Carlisle, inspector of agencies, 
with headquarters here, has had several banner 
men of other companies in various western 
points summoned here with the idea of estab- 
lishing a staff of executive specials to operate in 
Chicago and vicinity. These men were wired 
to come to Chicago at the company’s expense, 
The Mutual evidently means to make a hard 
drive for business, and intends to have a half 
dozen executive specials to work in Chicago 
alone. This arrangement will be independent 
of the general agency of Chas. H. Ferguson & 
Son. The famous executive special of the com- 
pany, C F. Troupe, of Baltimore, has been 
working in St. Louis for some time, but has 
now gone East.

WITHORAWS FAMOUS GOLD BOND POLICIES. 

The Mutual Life of New York has withdrawn 
its famous 5 per cent. debenture and 5 per cent. 
gold bond policies The gold bond policy was 
exclusively sold by executive specials, and was 
pushed very lively. The 5 per cent. debenture 
was practically the same and used by the regu- 
lar agents. These will be replaced by a 4 per 
cent. policy, the rates being the same. This 
move on part of the company is along a con- 
servative line, it deeming the 5 per cent. guar- 
antee too liberal. The company is also issuing 
a new form of term policy and will] work it en- 
This conservatism is following out 
the recent readjustment of the company’s policy 
literature. 

FIDELITY’S LIFE ANNUITY POLICY. 

Since the Fidelity Mutual Life of Philadel- 
phia, changed to a legal reserve basis much in- 
terest has been taken in its movements. As al- 
ready stated in these columns, it has put out 
three entirely new policies, the “limited pay- 
ment,’’ ‘‘limited payment with life annuity” 





and ‘decreasing premium adjustment. In 
the new annuity policy all profits are deferred 
until after the premium-paying period, a1: 
then converted into an annuity. The policy is 
reduced one-half. This annuity policy docs not 
permit options, the reason being given that 
‘options, while beneficial in individual cases, 
upon the whole are unprofitable to the company 
and the assured. Where options are permitted, 
it is only those in excellent health, with pros- 
pects of long life, who have inherited strong 
vitality, that will accept an annuity, which re- 
sults in a selection against the company, to the 
injury of the general body of policy-holders.’, 
In the ordinary limited payment policy issued 
by the Fidelity, the profits, after six years, are 
divided annually, but under this policy they are 
not divided until the expiration of the premium. 
paying period, whether it be ten, fifteen, twen- 
ty, twenty-five or thirty years. The “ expense 
limitation ’’ and “‘ safety clause ’’ are retained in 
all Fidelity policies. The subjoined table gives 
an estimate of the annuity after the premium- 
paying period and the portion thereof guaran- 
teed by the reserve, it under the annuity policy 
being computed at 3% per cent. This is the an- 
nuity table based on $1,000 insurance during the 
premium-paying period, with $500 thereafter,

“MICHIGAN. UNDERWRITING, 


THE DETROIT SITUATION. 

June 15 has been designated as the final day 
for Detroit Club agents to represent companies 
or even retain supplies of companies in their of- 
fices that are also doing business through agen- 
cies refusing to become members of the under- 
writers’ organization. Perhaps the only com- 
panies holding aloof at the present time are the 
Firemen’s of Baltimore, the Western Under- 
writers’ Association, and the Girard. James A. 
Jones has been agent for the Firemen’s for 
many years. This company is also represented 
by Forbes Robertson and V. P. Gaukler, where 
it is said to be getting fine business, so unques- 
tionably, Mr. Jones will have to relinquish his 
agency of the company or join the Board. The 
Western Underwriters’ Association has Carl 
Wurzer, E. A. Waterfall and Macklem Bros. 
representing it. The two former are board 
agents, the latter firm non-board. This com- 
pany is between doubt and perplexity as to 
what course to pursue, and what its final action 
will be, is yet a matter of pure conjecture. The 
Girard is represented by Victor P. Gaukler, 
Rowen and Rathbone, Forbes Robertson, board 
agents, and Macklem Bros, non-boarders. It is 
rumored that Macklem Bros. have been re- 
quested to comply with the Board’s demand or 
do the graceful and give upthe company. The 
representative of the Girard has stated that the 
Girard will not be an obstacle in the way of the 
Board. 

The object of this rule on the part of the 
Board is simply to find out who it has to fight, 
if fight it must, and to judge from the way 
things have been going on during the past two 
months, an occurrence of this kind in the not 
distant future would not be much of a surprise. 
Competition is getting keener day by day, and 
50 per cent. rebates are not of uncommon oc- 
currence. A newapartment house was recently 
written at 50 cents for three years, board rate 
being $1.35 for the same period. The companies 
that wrote the business are non-union, and the 
agents are non-board agents. The non-union 
element in Detroit is represented principally by 
the following companies: Germania of New 
York, International of New York, Glens Falls, 
Erie, Commonwealth, Washington Assurance, 
Colonial. New York Fire, Milwaukee, Fire- 
men’s of Newark, and possibly several others. 
It would seem they could make the game a 
warm one if they became disposed to do so, and 
the ultimate result everybody knows. The non- 
union people say the club agents will be the 
cause of a rate warif any occurs. They will 
not inaugurate one. The outside agents forget 
that prior to such war they have been getting 
the business at cut-throat rates, and were really 
the cause of the whole business, anyway. 

CLUB FORMED AT FENTON. 

The irregularities were carried on to such an 
extent at Fenton, Mich., by the local agents at 
that place that the governing committee of the 
Union decided to suspend all ratings made by 
the Michigan Inspection Bureau on July last, 


aud since that time a fierce rate war has been 
existing between the local agents until they 
have finally decided they have had enough, and 
have formed a club whereby they promise to 
uphold the tariff rates issued by the Bureau. 
Deputy Inspector House has revised the tariff, 
which it is hoped will be satisfactory to the 
agents and that conditions will be permanently 
satisfactory.
